The "examiner's statement of reasons for allowance," included on page 2 and 3 
attached to the "Notice of Allowability" (PTOL-37) that is in turn attached to the "Notice of 
Allowance and Fee(s) Due" mailed February 13, 2006, is mistaken in referring to the subject 
matter of all the allowed claims as including the recital "the number of conductive parts for 
connection that a value of Rig of the conductive parts for connection, the number is lower 
than 1 D is at least 90% of the total number conductive parts lower than .

Instead, previously 
presented base independent Claim 2 recited the following:

Accordingly, the "examiner's statement of reasons for allowance" is clearly in error 
as to the subject matter of base independent Claim 2 and should be modified in this regard to 
indicate the actual subject matter included in this claim after the further amendment thereof 
under 37 CFR § 1.312.
